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RESURFACING 
The 2.2 miles of the East Road which was resurfaced with 
Tarvia last season was given a single application of Tar^da 
this season at a cost of $1,056.30, of which the State paid 
$704.20 and the town $852.10. About $150.00 has also been 
spent on this piece of road for materials and labor by way of 
ordinary maintenance. 

DI'ST LAYING 
A more general application of chloride was made this 
season including the hea^-ier traveled village streets. Twenty- 
four and three-fourths tons of chloride paid for by Selectmen's 
order was carried over from last season. This was applied with 
about two tons more purchased later. A total of $694.53 was 
expended for this work; $300.00 of Avhich was paid by the 
State and $894.53 by the town. Only two tons are being car- 
ried over this season. Road Commissioner's orders as report-ed 
cover only the labor costs of application and the later pur- 
chase of chloride. 

T^NSELECTED ROAD CONSTRUCTION 
About one-fourth mile of the W^^st Road, south of the 
Capron farm and continuing the work done last year, was re- 
graded and resurfaced, using material taken from the bank 
near by, at a total cost of $374.85, of which the State paid 
$221.72 and the town $153.13. 

MISCELLANEOUS 

Several hard rains washed certain hills in town badly, caus- 
ing a rather heavy maintenance expense. Repair and extensions 
to the storm sewer on South Street cost about $300.00. Approxi- 
mately $300.00 was spent in improving Styles Street; about 
$5.50.00 was spent in resurfacing parts of Church, High, School 
Streets and small sections of other streets. 

The balance of $646 30 carried over this year is represent- 
ed by cash rather thaii by materials as in some other years. 
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The town has several hundred dollars invested in tools 
and equipment. We feel that some suitable place should be pro- 
vided in which to house them.

The work done this season consisted of putting in four 
stretches o^ stone base eighteen feet wide by one foot thiclv, 
totaling six hundred sixty-five feet in length ; and one stretch 
of one hundred twenty-five feet in length by nine feet wide; 
banking and broadening three curves, totaling one thousand 
forty-five feet in length-covering seven hundred thirty f^et in 
length by sixteen in width with six inches of coarse crushed 
marble and in each case covering the top with gravel. Consider- 
able ditching was also done and seven culvert pipes installed 
and one old one lowered. Much of the material used was taken 
from old stone fences and gravel pits near by. The State gave 
aid to the amount of $1,588.06 in addition to the 1925 and 1926 
State highway taxes, amounting to $344.97 and the Town paid 
$803.02.
